I  was  so  pleased  with  the  ethnic  diversity  of  our  licensed  and  ordained  candidates.  We 
had  Anglos,  Hispanics,  African  -Americans,  and  Native  Americans.  There  were  a  good 
number  of  women  both  licensed  and  ordained.  Our  Conference  is  beginning  to  look  like 
the  communities  in  which  we  live.  We  have  a  long  way  to  go  but  at  least  we  have 
started  the  journey. 

As  the  Conference  moves  forward  in  the  next  quadrennium  I  pledge  to  be  a  leader  that 
listens  to  the  voice  of  the  Lord  and  then  endeavors  to  obey.  Betty  and  I  look  forward 
with  excitement  to  again  be  in  the  churches  and  to  walk  among  our  people. 

We  have  already  hit  the  ground  running!
